April 1974, over opposition 
from conservative mem­ 
bers. The Senate defeated 
the bill, but it will be brought 
up again. 
This bill has been praised 
by advocates as protecting 
the consumer. Actually, it 
would 
be 
detrimental 
to 
consumers, businesses, and 
the 
Federal 
Government. 
The 
initial 
proposal 
totalled $20 million-a small 
sum 
when 
considered 
against a $315 billion budget. 
Needless to say, annual costs 
would 
increase 
as 
the 
agency grew through the 
years, and indirect costs 
would be created for the 
manufacturer, which would 
be passed on. 
The 
most 
compelling 
argument against this bill 
was that it would create 
another 
bureaucratic 
agency. There already exist 
75 different independent 
agencies in Washington. We 
do not need another arm of 
the bureaucracy to oversee 
already existing agencies-- 
this is a costly and confusing 
duplication of effort. 
The cost in salaries and 
administration would first 
hit the government and 
businesses. However, the 
cost would immediately be 
passed on to the public in the 
form of taxes and higher 
prices for consumer goods. 
In addition, the power of 
this agency, and especially 
that of the Administrator, 
would be unlimited in many 
ways. The precedent of czar­ 
like control is already too 
prevalent with Washington 
Bureaucrats. 
We need to streamline our 
Federal 
Bureau cracy. 
Adding another layer will 
only cost the consumer more 
than 
it 
saves. 
Increased 
bureaucratic red tape would 
only delay the processing of 
the thousands of cases that

One inch from the selvage, on two layers, sew 
snap fasteners IV2 inches apart to form a soap pocket. On the 
third layer sew a gathering stitch at the wrist (use elastic 
thread if desired). Sew tape loop at one end. F ill pocket with 
soap scraps. — LO U ISE. 
D E A R P O L L Y — Do tell Helen that the way I use my 
scraps of toilet soap is to cut a piece of nylon out of an old 
stocking, tie a knot at one end, fill with soap scraps and tie 
the other end. Throw over shower nozzle. This really makes 
suds and is not slippery like a bar of soap.
